a telegram from Mr. FitchmiUer, dated 
at Georgetown, Delaware, July 30, read- 
ing as follows: 


"Will S. Stevenson died at 6 o'clock 


this morning at Delaware Hotel. Notify 
relatives and send instructions to the 
Delaware Hotel." 


The telegram was handed to Dr. Bnm- 


stead who broke the sad news to Mrs. 
Charles Seiwell, of 1061 East Eldorado 
street, sister of the deceased, and Frank 
Stevenson, a brother of the young man 
who was so-well and favorably known iii 
this community, where he hud lived for 
many years, a popular member of society 
circles and a useful citizen until his health 
failed him. It will be remembered that 
several years ago Will went to Minne- 
sota on a pleasure trip, and while there 
he had the misfortune to accidentally 
fall into the cold chilling water near 
the Minnehaha Falls, from which he con- 
tracted a severe cold which ended in con- 
sumption and finally caused his death. 
At the time of tbe accident he was con- 
nected with the Decatur National back, 
but soon after ho engaged in outdoor oc- 
cupation in hope of regaining his former 
robust health. He grew no better. Then 
he secured a position as conductor on a 
Pullman car, and made trips to Colorado 
and other points in tbe west, some times 
going south. At times he felt stronger, 
but during the months previous to his 
departure for Jacksonville and other 
points iu Florida, he grew weaker. He 
bad been in Florida several months, and 
was on his way homo by easy stages when 
ho died among strangers, at the Delaware 
Hotel, in Georgetown, which place he 
reached by steamer from Florida. 


The deceased was the elder son of Rev. 


William Stevenson, former p'nstor of 
Stapp's Ohapel, this city, and at present 
stationed at Wyandotte, Kansas. Will 
was about 28 years of nge, and a young 
man of a sunny disposition, well liked by 
all his acquaintances. 


The body will be brought to Decatnr

Who FooA Fish of Alaska. 


Tho»grcatcst aud most available rc- 


teourco of Alaska is the abundance o 
|iood fish.tolio found in the streams ivn 
|in tho waters along tho coast. Fron 
Juno until September tho frcsh-wate 
ifitroams, from tho great Yukon to th 
'littlo brooks Uowing 
fxom 
melting 


Iglacicra, aro crowded wilh. salmon am 
trout, whilo their prcaenco in, tho bay 
and adjacent sea is indicated by th 
leaping of herds of porpoises pursuing 
them tor food. Wcro it not for their 
destruction by 1 hcso ravenous fish, an 
tho fact that but a small percentage ol 
tho spawn lives to reach deep water 
tho sea and bays in tho vicinity of these 
rivers would become unnavigable. In 
the spawning seiuson they ascend tl 
streams In such numbers as lo render 
lording extremely difficult. 
Thoro an 


live distinct species <is classified by the 
inhabitants, though no scientific classi- 
fication has yet boon made. Earlv in 
•Tuno tho Qninnat (a very fine lish, 
called C'howchou by the llussians,) bo- 
g-ins to run, followed soon by tho KikoiT. 
In July appcai-s the Orassena Rubia 
(red-lleshed), and In August tho Gar- 
bosha (humpbacked^, followed later In 
tho season by tho Kischutch, or black- 
mouthed. Tho last is considered the 
lincst table lisb, though tho Garboshe, 
which Is coarse and unfit for canning, ia 
tho favorite with tho Indians, and i* 
cured by them in great quantities for 
their winter . food. There aro already 
hall a dozen canneries at work, heveral 
of which wore builfthe past year, and 
the Alaska pack is becoming quite n 
factor In tho market, 
Tho possible ex- 


pansion of this industry is practically 
unlimited. Large qimntities aro packed 
in barrels by the various fur and trading 
•companies. Off Fox and Shumagim 
Islands, at the southern extremity of "the 
Alaskan Peninsula, cod-fishing is ca/- 
ricd on quite extensively. Three com- 
panies in San Francisco employ twenty 
-vessels in this work, catching about 
2,000 tons annually; In this-vicinitv 
there aro a number of good banks, witli 
ia depth of water varying from thirty to 
sixty fathoms. In "the eastern end of 
-BohringSca is a bank covering an area 
of 18,000 square miles, which has a 
depth of fifty fathoms, and on every 
portion codflsh aro abundant. 
Tho cod, 
js fonnd from tho Straits of Fuca as far 
north as latitude fifty-nine degrees, or 
tho Bouthernliniit of lloatin^ Ice in Beh& 
Jng Sea, having beeu caught at Noot-v 
ka, Sitka, Lituya Bay, Ynt-ctat Bay, 
•Cook's Inlet, throughout tho Aleutian 
Islands, tho Alexandrian 
Archipelago 


and in the Okhotsk Sea. Tho black cod,, 
•which Is now attracting much attention,! 
and is especially abundant in the vicinityi 
of Queen Charlotte Islands and some] 
distance to the northward, is superior! 
to the cod of Labrador; so also is the- 
fish caught near tho Sbtunagim Islands. 
Halibut abound, but have never bt-eni 
Caught in largo numbers for tho market 
The Indians dry them for food They 
jange from forty to five hundred pounds1 
iu .wuight, and aro caught without difli- 
-culty. There aro many other species of 
fish, valuable for food or oil, which will 
all furnish their quota to the wealth! 
•which will be drawn from Alaska in the! 
future. —Pyrtland (Oreg.^ West Shore.'
